POWER IS DOUBTED 

Gov. Richardson does not believe 
the Legislature is empowered un- 
der the constitution to appropriate 
funds for indemnities at a special 
session, but thinks the expenses 
incurred while the fight on the 
epidemic rages can be taken care 
of the regular session next year. 

Opinion among the members of 
the San Francisco delegation were 
divided, R. B. Hale and Samtel H. 
Green, secretary of the California 
Dairymen’s Association, agreed 
with the Governor that nothing 
can be gained by calling the Legis- 
lature together, while Colbert Cold- 
well and F. Colburn, secretary of 
the San Francisco Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, urged the Governor to act 
immediately.

$600,000 fund promised by the 
bankers of the State.

WASHINGTON, 10.—A 
comprehensive overhauling of the 
government's reclamation pro- 
gram, involving the charging off 
as a total loss of $27,391,146 of 
the $143,000,000 invested and pro- 
viding measures of relief to thou- 
sands of farmers and protection of 
further Federal expenditures on 
irrigation of the arid wastes of 
the West, is urged in a unanimous 
report submitted to Secretary Work 
today by the special advisqry com- 
mittee on reclamation. 

The committee of experts, now 
disbanded, has been making «4 
study of the reclamation problem 
for six months and its report was 
presented with the recommenda- 
tion that it be used as a basis for 
prompt remedial! legislation. Mem- 
bers of Congress from many West- 
ern States have made many vig- 
orous pleas during the sitting of 
the committee for aid to the project 
settiers and it is probable that 
President Coolidge, to whom the 
report was submitted tonight, will 


have some recommendation to 
make to Congress in the near fu- 
ture, 


Declaring conditions are serious 
on many of the twenty-eight proj- 
ects locat in fifteen Western 
States, with’ three already havi 
failed, the committee stated that 
of the $143,000,000 abready spent

HAD MANY HOLDINGS 
Hugo Stinnes was spoken of én 


Continental Eurape as the Ger- 
man who owned everything in 
sight. and from the  pecullar 


pleasure he found in confiding the 
size of his fortune te all who 
would listen, the detafile of his vast 
industrial enterprises, and the ex- 
tent of his mining. shipping and 
newspaper holdings were never 
left very much in doubt. 

In addition to owning outright 
a score or more ef the largest ho- 
tele im Berlin, Hamburg and 
Bremen, Stinnes shared contro! of 
the tron and coal industry of Ger- 


occupied a dominating position in 
the entire inland navigation of 
that country. He also directed 
several big ocean shipping con- 
cerns, owned most of the potash 
deposits of Central Europe, and 
in 1920 was reported to have pur- 
chased sixty newspapers, as well 
as several paper mills and pulp 
factories. 

Before the war, Frau Bertha 
Krupp was said to possess the 
largest personal fortune in Ger- 
many. She paid taxes on 
property worth nearly 300,000,000 
gold marks. At that time Stines’s 
fortune was estimated at 30,000,- 
000 marks, which, according to 
competent calculations, increased 
during the war and the revolution 
to more than 1,000,000,000 marks. 


ASSED AS WORKMAN 

Although Stinnes proved him- 
self to be perhaps the greatest 
industrial organizer Germany ever 
produced, he was never graduat- 
ed, so to speak, from the working 
class. He had the appearance 
and bearing of «a worker, and 
could go about in the clothes of 
a foreman or a miner without at- 
tracting attention. He was once 
described as like a piece of coal

PREDICT SUCCESS 


“We believe it possible, without 

departing from the intent of the

DISCONTENT CAUSED 

“The construction costs are in 
almost every imstance larger, in 
some cases several times larger, 
than the original estimates. This 
fact, while regrettable, has been 
due_to a Humber of causes. One 
principal cause wag including 
worka not provided for in the orig- 
inal estimates, such as larger dams, 
lateral ditches and drainage works. 

“Whatever the reason may have 
been, many farmers feel they have 
been called upon to pay more than 
they expected to y and more 
than they were told they would 
have to pay; this has become a 
source of constant attack upon the 
reclamation service and of discon- 
tent among water users. Esti- 
mates should be made with such 
care, and construction pushed 
with sufficient rapidity, to secure 
reasonable agreement between es- 
timates and costs. 


CRITICISM TARGETS 
“The reclamation service has re- 
tained the full management of all 
but two of the projects. This has 
ect nagement and the ash- 
ington office have been targets of 
criticiemsa. A dependence on Fed- 
eral paternalism has settled down 
upon nearly all the projects, and | 
a corresponding bureaucracy ten- 
dency has grown up within the 
reclamation service. The water 
users Nave comé to look upon 
themselves as wards of the gov 
ernment, a specially favored class | 
with special claims upon govern-

“Nothing could be more detri- 
mental to the progress of a ven- 
ture which demands, first of all, 
individual courage and indepen- 
dence of the people concerned. 
The Extension Act providing that 
the operation and maintenance of 
the project may be turned over 
to the water users association is 
of little consequence. Any bene- 
fte that may be devised for the 
ald of the water users should be 
contingent upon their willingness 
to take over the responsibility of 
operati and managing al! but 
a few of the less settied projects. 
When this is done, a large propor- 
tion of Federal reclamation diffi- 
culties will disappear. 

STATE PARTICIPATION 
It is also a question whether the 
State in which a project is located 
should not be required te meet 
@ part of the expense and become 
an active partner in agricultural 
development. The partnership of 
State and nation in good roads and 
agricultural education has worked 
well. State participation in selec- 
tion of projects and in their de- 
velopment would lessen  politicai 
pressure for all projects of doubt- 
ful merit and help to lessen the 
danger of centralized control. 
“The integrity of the financial 
operations of the service is unques- 
tioned. The honesty, zeal and tecn- 
nical ekfill of the engineering staff 
are worthy of the highest commen- 
dation. The great attention which 
je now properly being given to the 
ecricultural and economic features 
of Federal reclamation will re- 
quire a further reorganization of 
the bureau. 
“The investment of the United 
States In irrigation projects will 
not be wholly recovered. Large 
losses, running into millions of 
Aoliars, have to be assumed 
by the reclamation fund. A part 
of the Investment, after being held 
in suspense for some years, may 
be repaid. This result comes from 
the location of the protects with- 
out recognizing imitations of 
and climate. 
“There ja no doubt about suc- 
ceesful outcome of the Federal ex- 
periment tn irrigation, if.the ex- 
perience now gained be applied to 
existing and to coming . projects.”

death. 
According to Dr. Samuel R. 
Robb, who was called by Mr. 


Strong when Jeannette ran to the 
barn where he was working. 
screaming, “Mother's given us poi 
son,” it is not known whether the 
lives of the threé can be saved. 

The case was reported to James 
S. Butler, Sheriff of Oakland coun- 
ty. yesterday, and he stated he 
would visit the woman today and 
decide whether a criminal charge 
will be placed against her. 

The children are Mrs. Strong's 
by a former marriage. Her hus- 
band had also been married before. 
After divorcing his firet wife, a 
year ago, he hired his present 
wife as a housekeeper. Five 
months ago they were married. 
He also has two daughters, 12 and 
9. by his first marriage.

Corps under discipline well 
adapted to a plan of voluntary 
training. 
“These cam are essential in 
the plan of onal security. They 
promote obedience to law and re- 
spect for the institutions of a well 
ordered society. Young men are 
helped to physical health, mental 
vigor and rnoral excellence. Socia! 
understanding and democratic 
feeling are developed; love and 
reverence for the flag are the nat- 
ural outcome of training. Courtesy 
in act, sympathy tn feeling, toler- 
ance in thought are the ideals.

It sighted him on the second day 
after his departure, seventy-five 
miles off shore, making his way 
slowly westward. A nautical chart 
and a message of good wishes, 
sealed in a water-tight can, were 
dropped into his smal! craft from 
the seaplane. 


APPEARANCE STRIKING 

Sparks is a religious fanatic. His 
huge physique, his long hair, and 
waving black beard lend him a 
striking appearance, He is about 
0 years of age. 

He first came into public notice 
when he was discovered in a pack- 
ing box on a trans-Pacific liner at 
the moment of her entry into 
Honolulu Harbor from San Fran- 
cisco.: He had shipped himself in 
the box as freight from the United 


States. 
He was forthwith jailed as a 
stowaway, but his cheerful and 


gentle demeanor won the hearts of 
the Honolulu authorities and he 
was permitted to go free after a 
few days’ detention.
